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Identification Of 
Farms Sought By 
Rural Fire Co-op 


Still Potential Danger In 
Revised Highway Intersection 


In response to presentations 
made by the Vulcan District Board 
of Trade during the past few 
months, the provincial government 
Highways Department has taken 
steps to improve the intersection 
where the access road from town 
meets Highway 23. 

Recently, yellow painted sand¬ 
bag barricades were set up in 
directional patterns at the inter¬ 
section with accompanying signs 
indicating right-of-way. 

In most respects tt is similar to 
the suggested plan submitted by 
the Board of Trade. A simple lane 
to the right takes traffic out of 
town to the south as does a simi¬ 
lar lane which handles traffic 
from the north entering Vulcan. 
A stop lane straight through from 
the railway tracks to the main 
highway handles north-bound traf¬ 
fic leaving Vulcan. This leaves the 
final traffic problem, that of tak¬ 
ing traffic from the south high¬ 
way into town. This is the point 


where difference is found in the 
solutions of the Highways Depart¬ 
ment and the Board of Trade. 

Traffic from the south entering 
town uses the same entrance lane 
as does traffic entering from the 
north. Above in the photo a car is 
seen making the swing from the 
south on the main highway into 
town and demonstrates the objec¬ 
tions voiced by the local Board, 
that of crossing the through north- 
south lane on the main highway 
and possibly piling up cars from 
the south while awaiting a clear 
road on which to make the left 
turn. The Highways Department 
feels the method of eliminating 
this, suggested by the local Board 
of Trade, that of building a ring 
road taking cars off the main 
highway and around to a point op¬ 
posite and facing the access road, 
would have to be duplicated at 
many other points in the province 
where such similar conditions 
exist 


The farm members of the Vul¬ 
can Rural Fire’ Protection Co-op 
Ltd., will be receiving next week, 
a letter informing them of their 
assessment for 1961, and a map to 
be filled in to be used as in mak¬ 
ing up a farm identification card 
system. 

Major assessment making up the 
$10 assessment this year is pay¬ 
ment on the loan taken to pay for 
the new fire truck, purchased this 
spring. 

On the map enclosed, farmers 
are asked to draw in the best road 
a fire engine would use to reach 
their farm in the event of fire. 
Location of the crossing or ap¬ 
proach from the main road to 
buildings and location of main 
buildings and reserve water sup¬ 
ply are to be designated along 
with the land description of the 
farm. 

From this information a card 
file locating every member will be 
made up and carried on the fire 
truck.

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Hunting Isn’t Wicked 

By Robert C. Ruark in the New York World-Telegram 

A thing hit me when I was talking to Mr. Bemie 
Baruch the other day — and seeing the splendid old 
gentleman hale and windsound in his 90 s — that 
someone in the arms manufacturing industry ought 
to extract a statement from him about the fact that 
guns and shooting are not wicked, but might even be 
a bit of a character builder if handled right. 

I’ve been feeling fairly guilty of late about even 
liking the idea of hunting and fishing. There’s a guilt 
complex running loose — a tremendous sensitivity 
about guns and blood sport — and every time some 
pimply young hoodlum bangs down a play-fellow with 
a sawed-off .22 it makes an implicit murderer out of 
the guy who used to hunt rabbits for sport. 

Mr. Baruch has been a quail hunter all his life. 
England’s Mr. Macmillan is a great gun on a grouse 
moor. Ike Eisenhower still hunts and fishes, and Mr. 
Herbert Hoover is as passionate a fisherman as you’d 
ever be apt to meet. As a matter of fact, most of the 
nice adults I know practice some sort of killing with 
gun or rod — and perhaps that is why they are nice 
adults. They confine the killing to logical targets with 
which, since the first caveman slew a cave bunny with 
a rock, man has sought to quench his lust for blood. 

The fact that the act of hunting also feeds the 
man is incidental. Animals have always preyed on 
other animals for food, but man injected an extra 
quality of sport into the business of feeding the 
growling belly. 

But people are becoming so public-relations shy 
of shooting animals that even the gunmakers wince 
at the word “weapon,” and try to trick up their pro¬ 
paganda with ideas that the gun was not actually 
meant to kill things. This is obviously foolish, because 
all guns — and all military planes and rockets and 
sucn-like gimcracks — are designed to kill things. 

There is really nothing wrong with the use of 
guns and knives. The weapon is all right. The knife 
was meant to cut; the gun was meant to kill. So was 
the bow, and so, before it, was the rock. But we have 
become recently so effete in our recognition of our¬ 
selves that we confuse a country boy’s innocent lust¬ 
ing after a sparrow with some confused slum kid’s 
desire to gun down an old lady for kicks. 

The wrong lies in the people who use weapons. 
An auto is immoral if hoodlums use it to run back 
and forth over a nice lady, as happened in New Jersey 
recently. A pair of shoes is a dreadful implement of 
wrath when a couple of fuzz-faced youths kick a com¬ 
panion’s face to pieces in the name of turf invasion 
by a rival gang. 

But I see nothing morally wrong with using wea¬ 
pons correctly for hunting and fishing. Animals do 
not die of old age, and are constantly taken and des¬ 
troyed by other animals — generally for food, but 
oftener than you’d think for callous sport. 

Mr. Baruch has said to me that he credits the 
pursuit — and the conscious preservation — of the 
bobwhite quail with adding years to a distinguished 
life. If I know anything of decency at all, I learned 
it with my grandparents and with my father in the 
woods behind a bird dog, with a shotgun in my hand. 
If I had a child I would certainly teach him to hunt 
and fish — and I would teach him respect for the law 
and care with guns and concern for other people’s 
property at the same time. 

And I have a hunch that if we could give all chil¬ 
dren guns and knives, and woods and dogs and birds 
and wild animals to hunt, they might be less eager to 
carve up strangers and shoot playfellows — or 
emulate the youth who gunned down his father be¬ 
cause of a bad report card. Perhaps the death of an 
occasional robin redbreast via a BB gun might have 
saved the father, and even improved the grades.
